Mrs. Cabanne, who took no part in the 
encounter, was knocked down by the mo- 
torman. 

The motorman, C. M. Prater of 510 Leon- 
ard avenue, spent Wednesday night as a 
prisoner in the Eighth District Police Sta- 
lion, The conductor, M. R. Craemer of 519 
Leonard avenue, was released on bond 
acter weing arrested. 

Warrants charging assault with intent to 
kill were issued against the motorman afd 
conductor Thursday. 

Mr. and Mrs. Cabanne, with Dr. E. C. 
Burnett of the Untversity Club, boarded the 
Olive street car downtown at 5:30 o’clock 
Wednesday afternoon. 
cured a teat, but the two men were com- 
pelled to stand. Mr. Cabanne stood by his 
wife, who sat next to the aisle, and Dr. 
Burnett stood near enough to join in con- 
versation with them. 

As more passengers boarded the car, the 
conductor ordered the two men to ‘“‘move 
forward.’ They did not comply with his 
demand, and were jostled, they say. 


Jostled as He 
Passed Out. 


This happened frequently during the trip 
westward. At the corner of Maryland and 
Euclid avenues all the passengers were 
given transfers and told to take another 
car. As the Cabannes passed out Mr. Cab- 
anne was again jostled. He turned angrily 
on the conductor, with whom he had had a 
controversy a few minutes before. The two 
men fought on the platform of the car, and 
Cabanne was getting the better of the con- 
ductor when the mgtorman rushed to the 
scene, controller in hand. 

Mrs. Cabanne, who was in the motor- 
man’s way, received a blow in the face. 
Then the controller was brought into play 
on Cabanne'’s head. The young man was 
stunned by the blow and as he was taken 
to the nearest drug store, witnesses of 
the assault called Policeman Foerster, who 
arrested both the men. 

Dr. Amand Ravold, who attended Mr. 
and Mrs. Cabanne, says that the latter suf- 
fered only a bruise, but that her husband 
narrowly escaped a fracture of the skull, 
which might have proved fatal. 

The motorman, after being arrested, said 
that both the blow which he struck Mrs. 
Cabanne in the face and the blow on the 
head which Mr. Cabanne received were ac- 
cidental, te first being caused by the slip- 
ping of his glove and tl@ second by a jerk 
which his hand received from some one 
in the crowd.

Do those of the dead numbered among 
the worthy members of the human race 
live again on this earth after they die?

Mr. Bradford has been in the ministry 20 
years, and he says his new theory on the 
immortality of the soul was reached by long 
research and reasoning of biblical refer 
ences. 

At the regular meeting of the Christian 
ministers Monday he expounded his views 
on the doctrine of the soul's immortality 
at Agry length. 

The address provoked a heated discus- 
gion. Not all of the ministers, however, 
decided against Dr. Bradford. Waile not 
agreeing with him on essential points, the 
Rev. Frank Tyrrell stated that there was 
not one minister out of a hundred who 
thoroughly understood the theory of a fu- 
ture life; that the question was vague and 
Uncertain in the minds of most theological 
students.

When they found he was dead Marks cov 
ered him over with a blanket and, mount- 
ing a horse, rode ‘for a doctor. ina shor 
time he returned with the nearest physi- 
clan. 

The doctor’s examination showed Heflin 
and Stiff were dangerously wounded anda 
he advised that they be sent to a hospiial 
in Washington, where they could be oper- 
ated upon. 

Young Marks dispatched a messenger on 
his fleetest horse to ‘ oloria Beach, a 
Steamboat landing on the Potomac river, 
and asked that the boat be held until the 
two wounded men could reach her. He 
then hitched up a team and, with a neigh- 
bor and the ‘doctor, drove the two injured 
men to the steamboat landing and placed 
them abvard the boat. They died on the 
way to Washington. 

After seeing the injured started for 
Washington, young Marks drove back to 
his home, put up his hors: s and gave him- 
self up to the shcriff of his county.

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RELIEF FROM STREET CAR EVILS. 

City Counselor Schnurmacher has given the City Council a val- 
uable and timely opinion on the subject of the powers and duties 
of the Municipal Assembly in the matter of regulating the street 
railway service of ‘the city. 

According to the city counselor, the general police power of the 
city includgs the power to regulate the speed of cars and the 
frequency of trips. Special ordinances specifying conditions un- 
der which cars are to run may be amended or repealed and fran- 
chise ordinances may be repealed or amended. Mr. Schnurmacher 
says: 

The right to pass ordinances looking to the safety of 
the traveling public upon streets and highways is not 
merely a privilege reposed in municipal corporations, 


| but is a duty. It is sometimes referred to as a trust, 


which is conferred upon the public authorities to be ex- 
ercised by them whenever occasion demands it. Such a 
trust and duty, it must be obvious, can neither be sur- 
rendered nor bargained away. 

Quoting authoritics un the subject, Mr. Schnurmacher says that 
the power to control the streets and regulate street car service 
cannot bé impaired by grants or contracts. He adds: 

The police power of the Municipal Assembly, the duty 
of providing for e#:fety of life and limb, by regulating 
the speed of cars aid the frequency of trips, cannot be 
surrendered or given over to street railway corpora- 
tions. Also, that tae power to prescribe such regula- 
tions is included in the general power to control the 
streets and regulate their use, even though no express 
power be conferred. ° 
This opinion is conclusive as to where the final responsibility 
rests for inefficient street railway service, danger to life and limb 
by tho reckless running of cars and the other evils now being 
suffered by the St Louis people. It rests with the Municipal As- 
sembly to protect life and limb by ordinances providing for prop- 
er life-saving equipment, such as fenders and brakes, and by 
limiting the speed of cars. It rests with the Municipal Assembly 
to see that sufficient cars are supplied and that the comfort and 
convenience of the public is conserved. 

Having the power to repeal or amend franchise ordinances, the 
Municipal Assembly and the mayor can enforce proper regula- 
tions upo.. the street railways. 

The people of St. Louis are suffering from street railway op- 
pression. Lives and limbs are unnecessarily endangered and. 
health and comfort are destroyed by the conditions of the street 
railway service. 

The way to relieve the people of oppression and distress is to 
pass good regulating ordinances and enforce them. Not to do so 
ia to encourage lawlessness and violence.

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WHAT GERMANY BUYS. OF US. 


As a contribution to exact knowledge touching the goods we sel] 
to Germany, now busily constructing a higher tariff wall against 
them, the following facts are worth stating: 

The total annual value of our agricultural products exported to 
Germany is $134,000,000. That exceeds in value our agricultural 
exports te any other country except the United Kingdom, to 
which we export over three times as much. 

By items these are Germany's principal yearly purchases of 
Amorican farm products: Breadstuffs, $32,000,000; cotton, $64,000, - 
000; meats, $20,000,000; tobacco, $5,000,000; oll cake and oil cake 
meal, $4,000,000; fruits and nuts, $2,000,000.

There is always a mystery about that 
which {s veiled. A thing so simple that “‘he 
who runs may read” is seldom read. 

You pick Up a magazine in a book store. 
Ralf, or more than half, of the leaves are 
uncut. It'is/a nuisance, you say. No 
doubt it is. A word, a picture, a para- 
graph or a stanza catches your eye. What 
is the article? Who is the author? You 
cannot tell. You try to open the leaves far 
enough to see, but the paper is so stiff you 
fear to tear it and give it up. Besides, you 
are in a hurry. Still, you are interested, 
and rather than forego the pleasure of pur- 
suing the idea that has caught your fancy, 
you buy the magazine and away you go. 
Now, had the leaves been cut, your curi- 
osity might have been satisfied at once, or 
you might have skimmed through the arti- 
cle and let it go at that. 

Don’t you suppose the publisher of that 
magazine knows of this little quirk in hu- 
man tiature? It would not cost him any- 
thing to cut his leaves, but he knows it 
would not pay.

“The grapes grown in California today 
include all varieties that have made the 
vineyards of Europe famous, including the 
Cabernet, Sauvignon, Carbanet, Franc, 
IMalbeck, Tarant, Merlot, and St. Laurent 
eee from the Bordeaux districts of 

rance; Martaros grapes from the isiand 
of Palos; Semillons and Sauvignons from 
Sauterne; Pinot and Petit Sirrah grapes 
from the Burgurdy districts; Johannesberg- 
ers, Traminers and Franken Rieslings froin 
the storied Rhine; Chasselas grapes from 
Alsace-Lorraire, and the rich Bergers from 
Moselle. It is from these numerous varie 
ties of gra that the wines of California 
are pressed. 

‘The famous Chaliosa and Folie Blanche 

cognac grapes are also largely grown, ine 
wine from them being made into brandy. 
Then there are the rich Spanish Musca 
and the favorite Hungarian table grape, the 
Flaming Tokay. In no other vine region 
in the world are all these splendid grapes 
found growing side by side. But it is a 
fact that with all their royal lineage, these 
famous vineyards would be of no account 
at all if virility were not given them by 
grafting upon the varieties of our native 
wild grape, which alone resists that deal- 
ly enemy the forel grapevines, the 
phylloxera, and which transmit their re- 
sistant quality to the alien vine. 
“While California is known as the home 
of American wines, it is a fact that the 
state is not a successful champagne pro- 
ducer. California alone produces more than 
one-half the entire still-wine output of the 
ccuntry, the wineries being numbered vy 
the thousands, but there are but two 
champagne cellars in the state, and their 
output is small. New York state manu- 
factures three-quarters of all the Ameri- 
can champagne of the country, about 75,000 
cases, and, should American champagne 
take the place of the imported, it will not 
be to California that we must look for it, 
but to New York, Ohio and Missouri. And 
it will be made, as it is now, after the 
French method, but out of genuine native 
American grapes.’’—New York Times.

NEW YORK, Dec. 3.—I don’t believe in 
training a boy's body to the exclusion ot 
everything else. fénjoy life, in a quiet way, 
and try to get your enjoyment while you 
are training. 

For instance, walking and running are 
the two best exercises under the sun. 1 
trace all my success back to them. Get 
up earlier in the morning and walk to work 
or school, instead of riding. If it is three 
miles, walking a block further each day 
to get u good, brisk five-mile walk every 


day. 

Walk with the shoulders set back; 
breathe through your nose and dont 
slouch, but walk springily. Don’t loiter, 
but walk at a brisk, steady gait. 

If possible, choose a different route each 


day, 80 as to make the walk of more inter- 
est. There are lots of interesting things 
to see if a boy will keep his eyes open. 
It's good for the brain as weil as for tne 
body. The more things you can find to 
amuse you and divert your attention the 
iess iong and tiresome the waik w.li seem. 
If five miles tires you begin with two 
miles, waging a block furiher each gay 
till you get to the five-mile limit. 

Also, in teh evening, try running. 

Run two blocks the first evening. In- 
creasé this oF haif a block a night till you 
can run a mile without fatigue. 

Keep your mouth shut, breathe through 
the nose. Keep your head up and your 
chest out. Don’t sprint at the start, but 
sirike a steady, even gait, saving strength 
and wind for a sprint at the finish. 

This will tire you a lot at the start, but 
soon you'll get to enjoying it, especially 


-adually into firm muscular tissue, anu 
eel your panting, puffing lungs grow 
strong and undistressed after the longest 
run. 

Your whole body will benefit by this, from 
head to foot. It will make you quicker on 
your feet, of better endurance and stronger 
in every way, particularily in the legs. 
Fighters’ legs have won more fights than 
their arms. 

In tomorrow's lesson I'll give you other 
forms of home gymnastics and points on 
diet. Today I suppose you're anxious to get 
the gloves on with me. If I took up the 
first two or three lessons just in telling you 
how to diet and exercise, you'd get tired 
and I'd lose all my pull with you. Just be 
atient, though, and we'll get enough box- 
ng. yes, and lessons in street fighting, too, 
before 4ve're done.

EXPOSITION COMPANY REFUSES 


Several Meetings Have Been Held to 
Consider Matter, but No Agree- 
ment Has Been Reached. 


The papers have not yet been signed for 
the lease of the new Washington University 
bulldings and grounds to the World’s Fair 
for its use. 

President Francis was directed by the 
Fair diectos a month ago to close the 
deal. 

The reason for the delay is said to be a 
disagreement between the university au- 
thorities and the World’s Fair officials re- 
garding the exact wording of the lease. 

Washington University, through Robert 
Brookings and his attorney, Mr. Hitch- 
cock, insists that the lease should read 
‘to Dec. 1, 1903.’ 

President Francis and Counsel-General 
Blair for the Fair insist that it should 
read:: ‘‘Until after the Fair close.”’ 

Several conferences have taken place 
over the matter but no agreement, it is 
said, has been reached. Mr. Brookings has 
stood firm, it is given out, for the uni- 
versity’s position, and Mr. Francis has 
been equally firm for the Fair. 

The issue is the same that was raised 
when Mr. Francis tried to lease the Skink- 
er property from Thomas K. Skinker. Mr. 
Skinker wanted to have it agreed that he 
should receive his property back Dec. 1, 
1903; Mr. Francis that the lease should 
expire after the Fair closed. 

Mr. Skinker, it is said, wanted to know 
why Dec. 1, 1903 was not satisfactory, since 
the Fair was to be held in 1903. 

Mr. Francis, it is said, replied that it was 
impossible to tell what Congress might do 
and it might take some action, making the 
postponement of the Fair necessary.
